W ith the United States facing one of the gravest 


crises in its h isto ry , there are strong indications that the 
Truman administration is perilously near a break-up. 
Attention to the real seat of much of the trouble, ;he 
W hite House, was diverted temporarily by the President’s 
radio attempt to throw the blame on Congress. 
This attempt has not been successful. 
Only a trickle of letters supporting the President has 
been received, according to the most optimistic accounts 
of the W hite House secretariat. I he general public re- 
j lotion appears to bt* that Mr. I ruman widened the break 
aet ween himself and Congress, and that he offered no 
I middle-ground of compromise and accomplishment— that 
he merely demanded a right to have his own way. 
The general situation could hardly be more dan­ 
gerous. The strike waves, which already had crippled re­ 
conversion, now threaten complete chaos on the home- 
front. Many essential services are in clanger of being cut 
off. Food, power and transportation are now targets along 
with basic industries. 
Ability of the nation to legislate its way out of^ its 
iroubles has been deadlocked by a three-way split in Con­ 
gress-—a Republican minority and the Democratic ma­ 
jority split into pro-1 ruman and anti-1 ruman camps. 
The foreign situation, though not so well understood 
by the public, is quite as serious.

appeasement of Russia—-and Russia continues unabated 
a program of imperialism which cannot fail to disrupt the 
peace of the world. 
Notorious as was the Administration of the late Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt for family fights, it was harmonious and 
efficient by comparison with the picture now trickling out 
of Washington. 
The major breach, of course, is that between Presi­ 
dent Truman and approximately half of his own political 
party— the so-called "Southern Democrats,'* 
It is this split which has stymied the President's "pro­ 
gram”. These recommendations, which are among the 
most radical even urged by an American President, are a 
slap in the face to the non-radical element of the Demo­ 
cratic Party. 
Leaders of this faction feel that they represent a com­ 
plete violation of the President's earlier promise to "work 
with Congress", since Mr. Truman, as a former Senator, 
could not have failed to know accurately the unwillingness 
of this portion of his party to follow the dictates of Com­ 
munism. 
Further to complicate the Congressional deadlock, 
the President has offended the "middle of the road" Demo­ 
crats without holding the support of the radicals. He has 
been abused quite as thoroughly by the Left-Wing spokes­ 
men as by the Southern Democrats.
